Prince ALEXANDER of Bulgaria will 
visit Constantinople during the week to 
personally thank the Sultan for his ap- 
pointment as Governor of Eastern Rou- 
melia.

The order 
took formal effect on the morning of the 
4th, having been sent to the local assem- 
blies of District assemblies 101,91 and 17 
on the evening of the 3d by Chairman Mc- 
Keon’s joint executive board.

Senator Hoar, from the committee on 
privileges and elections, reported favor- 
ably on the 3d a bill creating a commis- 
sion to be appointed by the President to 
select an accurate ballot box and counting 
device which shall be used in all congres- 
sional elections. 

THE Ministers’ Association of Daven- 
port, Ia., held a meeting on the 3d, at 
which they vigorously denounced the 
Sunday papers. Gilmore’s band will give 
a concert next Sunday, and in passing 
resolutions against the concert they took 
the opportunity to score the Sunday pa- 
pers. 

Mr. BRECKENRIDGE, of Arkansas, intro- 
duced a resolution in the House on the'8d 
to give silver certificates full legal-tender 


peerage, and providing for the issue of 
ertificates of the denomination of one, 


two and five dollars. 


XLIXTH CONGRESS. 


In the Senate on the 28th eleven bridge 
bills were passed. Mr. Mitchell addressed 
the Senate on the memorial of the Method- 
ist Church, praying for better treatment 
for Chinese, after which the Post-office Ap- 
propriation bill was taken up, and there 
was a2 long debate, enlivened by a tilt be- 
tween Senators Beck and Frye......In the 
House the Bill regulating the sale of oleo- 
margarine was reported. In committee of 
the whole the Kiver and Harbor bill was 
taken up and discussed during the rest of 
the session. 

IN the Senate on the 29th the “Fourth of 
July Claims bill’ was taken up and after 
some wrangling passed. The Post-Office 
Appropriation bill was taken’ up and Mr. 
Beck spoke at considerable length, occupy- 
ing the floor three and a half hours, and giv- 
ing his views on the tariff as a sort of 
peroration...... In the House a billforretire- 
ment und recoinage of trade dollars was re- 
ported. ,The River and Harbor bill wastaken 
up and considered in committee of the 
whole. 

In the Senate on the 30th the President's 
veto of the bill giving pauper corpses to 
medical colleges in the District of j;Columbia 
was sustained. The conference committee 
report on the {ndian Appropriation bill was 
agreed to and the Post-oftice Appropriation 
bill was {taken up....In the House the bill 
creating a department of agriculture was 
called up and debated until the expiration 
of the morning hour, when the River and 
Harbor bill was taken up in committee of 
the whole. 

THERE was no session of the Senate on the 
lst......In the Housethe report of the com- 
mittee on Civil-Service reform on the reso- 
lution of Mr. Taulbee, regarding the appoint- 
ment of substitutes in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, was submitted and, after debate, was, 
on motion of Mr. Findlay (Md.), laid on the 
table. Bills and resolutions from several 
committees were reported and referred. 
The Oklahoma bill was called up and dis. 
cussed, and the House adjourned, 

In the Senate on the 3d the resolution for a 
constitutional amendment changing the be- 
ginni¥Fg of the President’s official term {from 
the 4th of March to April 30, was favorably 
reported.” A bill was reported repealing the 
pre-emption law. Mr. Vest introduced a bill 
for improvements at Hot Springs, 
Ark. The Post-oftice Appropriation Dill 
was taken up and discussed at length......In 
the House the conference report on 
the Indian Appropriation bill was adopted; 
also on several bridge bills. Among the 
bills introduced was one establishing the 
Territory of North Dakota; also authorizing 
the President to offer a reward of $25,000 for 
the killing or capture of Geronimo. A @ill 
was passed appropriating $37,500 to complete 
the public building at Hannibal, Mo,; also a 
bill appropriating $133,000 for repair of build- 
ings at Des Moines, Ia.

LATE NEWS ITEMS. 

TwoO HUNDRED men employed on the 
water-works in East St. Louis struck on 
the 1st for eight. hours’ work per day and 
ten hours’ pay. 

Wotr & Lowman, shoe manufacturers, 
of Cincinnati, assigned on the Ist. Assets 
are estimated at $50,000; liabilities, $70,000. 

ARTHUR H. Warp, of Kansas City, Mo., 
while walking on the railroad track was 
struck by an incoming express train amd 
instantly killed on the Ist, at Quincy, 
Mass. 

THE debt statement issued on the Ist 
shows a reduction of the public debt dur- 
ing the month of Aprii to be $10,965,387.97, 
and total cash in the treasury, $492,462,510. 

KEports from Mississippi state that the 
break in the levee at Austin is causing 
much damage to Tunica and Coahoma 
counties. 

Tux House Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Grounds has submitted a favor-

A GALLANT FIGHT. 


Disciplined Police vs. Mob Law- 
lessness in Chicago. 








A Howling Mob, Bent on Destruction of 
Property, Met and Dispersed By a 
Handful ot Police—The Pistols of 
the Latter Tell Their Tale. 





CuicaGco, May 4.—Fully twelve thou- 
sand strikers, composed of lumber shov- 
ers, molders, planing-mill men and box- 
makers, congregated near Clark Bros.’ 
planing millin the Twenty-second dis- 
trict yesterday afternoon. They were 
nearly all foreigners, and many wore bits 
of red ribbon on the lapels of their coats, 


ShoPttyetteMéwo o'clock a man, coatless 
and hatless, mounted an empty freight 
car standing near the throng and _ pro- 
ceeded to address the menin German. 
He said: 

“Let every man stand shoulder 
shoulder, and we will win this fight. We 
must have our rights. Strike while the 
fron is hot. Drive the scabs out of the 
yards, and Jet us show McCormick that 
he can not hire non-union men and keep 
them at work, while we, the bone and 
sinew of Chicago, are forced to hear our 
wives and children crying for bread. 
Arm yourselves and prepare for tke 
worst.’ 

The speaker’s harangue was greeted 
with deafening cheers, 

At this moment one of the proprietors 
of the Hinglington Planing mill thrust his 
head out of the window to learn the 
cause of the uproar. Almost instantly a 
thousand men burst into the yard of the 
company aud surrounded the building 
from which the head had protruded. A 
storm of stones and brick beat uponthe 
roof, and the windows were demolished 
as if by an carthquake. 

This work of destruction having ap- 
peased their wrath, the mob returned to 
the car, from the top of which a member 
of the Lumbermen’s Union was trying to 
quell the disturbance. 

Mr. August Spies, the flery editor of 
the Arbeiter Zeitung, was then intro- 
duced. While he was in the midst of a 
virulent attack upon capitalists, the toll- 
ing of the bell in the distaut tower of the 
McCormick Reaper Works broke on the 
ears of the twelve hundred men. “Now 
for the scabs,’? shouted one. ‘‘Let’s 
drive ’°em out of the building and kill 
%em,”” roared another. The excitement 
was electric. There were cheers from a 
thousand throats, and then the noise 
grew intoa mighty roar. “Off to Me- 
Cormick’s,’’ was the cry.The men and boys 
then rushed down the tracks ina resistless 
body, and swept over the vacant lots in 
solid phalanx, The roar grew mightier 
in volume as the mob poured down upon 
the huge somber building at Western aves 
nue. Myriadsof women and children,who 
swarmed from the side streets were borne 
on by the maddened men, At half-past 
three o’clock the mob _ inundated 
the large grass plot’ in front 
of the McCormick works. Officer 
West, who was on duty at the big 
gate, warned the invaders to leave. He 
faced the howling horde and placed his 
hand upon the handle of the revolver in 
his hip pocket. Before he had time to 
draw the weapon a thousand rocks filled 
the air and fell about himlike hall. They 
crashed against the high board fence be- 
hind him with terrific noise and sang a 
warning as they sped past his helmeted 
head, The storm was too hot for the of- 
ficer. He dodged the missiles as best he 
could, but the mob drawing nearer, he at 
last bent his head and tried to 
make his escape by dashing through 
the ranks of his assailants. He rushed 
forward in a perfect storm of stones. 
When he reached the first line of the strik- 
ers he was subjected to a merciless beat- 
ing, but being a man of splendid physique, 
he continued his race until he had pierced 
the last ranks of the mob, Then he start- 
ed west on Blue Island avenue. He was 
pelted with stones at every stride until 
he fell exhausted nearly a block away. 

Emboldened by the flight of the brave 
oflicer, the strikers surged up against the 
walls of the factory. ‘‘Kil! the scabs,” 
roared one of the leaders as he hurled a 
boulder through one of the windows 
where a second before a pale face had 
becn pressed. “Tear down the build- 
ing,’ shouted another, who was waving 
a huge club in hishand. Almost instant- 
ly the great factory was subjected to an 
ominous siege. Stones crashed through 
the windows and clubs carried away the 
sash. Nothing escaped the fury of the 
mob. 

“Now let us drive out the scabs,” 
roared a man with ared handkerchief 
knotted about his neck. The mob 
pressed forward with ayell. Justas it 
was about to burst imto the yard, the 
Hynman street patrol! wagon dashed 
down the dusty road. Twelve officers 
were in the body of the wagon, and sit- 
ting beside the driver was Sergeant En- 
right. Shouts of derision greeted the 
oftticers as they clambered out of the blue 
vehicle and drew up 1n line before the 
strikers who were now massed on the 
sidewalks and in the roads. The officers 
stood shoulder to shoulder for a mo- 
ment, and then the command to 
advance was given. The dozen 
officers stepped toward the twenty thou- 
sand angry people before them. Each 
man carried a revolver in his right hand. 
The mob remained firm. ; 

“DISPERSE, OR WE WILL FIRE,’ 
shouted Sergeant Enright. The reply 
was ashower of stones thet whistled 
unpleasantly about the little band in 
blue. The officers wavered for a moment 
before the onslaught, and then leveled 
their revolvers at the crowd. The bar- 
rels of the weapons glistened, there was 
a flash, and then an explosion followed 
that startled the horses in the car barns 
two blocks away. 

During this fusilade Officer Tom Con- 
den was hit with a brick. Enraged at 
the misfortune of their comrade, the offi- 
cers fell upon the mob with revolvers 
and clubs, The rioters were prepared to 
retaliate, They tired at the officers from 
ambush with weapons of all patigrns and 
caliber, Bullets whistled right and left, 
sud off to the southward @ palf dozen 


to 





men on a shed kept up a plunging fire. 
At times it was a square stand up fight. 


Policemen and strikers shot at each other | 


at u distance of twenty paces, yet, so de- 
fective was the marksmanship of the lat- 
ter, that not an officer was hit. 

While the firing was the hottest, the 
Twelfth street patrol wagon, laden witha 
dozen men, rattled down the street. The 
officers ran to the rescue of their com- 


rades, who, in many instances, were in | 


hand to hand combat. 

Reinforced by the Twelfth street con. 
tingent, the handful of men from Hyn- 
man street, raced up the grade to the 
road. Here they formed in line, twelve 
abreast, under a desultory fire from win- 
dows, roofs and sheds, and charged 
east on the street car tracks. 
The rioters at first made a 
sullen resistance. They faced the ap-

ing line of revolver-barrels held on alevel 
with their heads as though it was all 
play. But when the hurrying officers 
curled the index finger of their right 


hands and a streak of fire as long asa | 
telegraph pole flashed through the air, | 
there was an exciting hegira and a general | 


go-as-you-please race for cover. 


During the charge Officers Pat Kelley ' 


and Kaiser were badly hurt. The former 
was hit in the head with a brick and the 
right hand of Kaiser was crushed by a 
stone. The patrol wagons of the Lake 
street, Twenty-second street, Harrison 
street and Desplaines street stations fol- 
lowed each other in quick succession. 
Although the rioters had been driven 
from the McCormick works, they still 
lined Blue Island avenue from Robey 
street to Western avenue. 

As the patrol wagons dashed through 
the lines, they were made the targets for 
all kinds of missiles; the officers were 
compelled to duck their heads to escape 
injury. 

When the last patrol wagon had emp- 
tied its load at the factory, Captain O’Don- 
nell ordered that the streets be cleared. 
The two hundred officers were again 
drawn up in line and commanded to 
make the charge. In the midst of an 
annoying fire the men left the yards and 
plunged right and left. Revolvers cracked 
continuously, and occasionally the loud 
report of a bittnderbuss or ancient shot- 
gun loaded with slugs split the air. 

Four strikers dropped during this 
charge, two of them being shot through 
the groin. They were picked up by com- 
rades and borne awgy before the police 
could overtake them. One ofthe victims 
was aboy. He was shot while in the 
act of throwing a stone. Five men caught 
him as he fell and bore him to the car 
barns, where he called for a drink of wa- 
ter. It was given him, and then he 
moaned piteously and begged to be taken 


home. An express wagon was secured 
and the dying boy placed init. His com- 


rades would not give his name. 

Joseph Daehyk of 422 West Seven- 
teenth street was the other striker who 
was shot in the groin. He was placed in 
a patrol wagon and taken to his home, 
Officer Casey went into the house to 
learn the nature of the man’s wounds, 
and while he was there between three 
and four hundred excited men and 
women surrounded the house demanding 
the officer’s blood. The menin the pas 
trol wagon grew nervous and drove the 
vehicle nearer the sidewalk. When Offl- 
cer Casey emerged from the house the 
crowd surrounded him and cried 

“LYNCH HIM! QUARTER HIM!”? 

Casey ran down the steps ot the house 
and hurried toward the wagon. One man 
attempted to throw a noose around his 
neck, and forty others discharged revol- 
vers after him. Bullets whistled all 
about him, and one cut the skirt of hig 
coat. Just asthe mob was about to at- 
tack the officers in the wagon, a second 
patrol wagon came to the rescue, Jos, 
Hess, the man who tried to cast a lasso 
over Casey’s head, was captured and 
taken to a station-house. 

After the streets in the vicinity of the 
McCormick works had been cleared the 
objectionable scabs employed there were 
marched out into Blue Island avenue and 
told that they would be escorted to their 
homes by the police. They were pale and 
their knees knocked together as they 
walked. One hundred officers were placed 
on either side of the scabs, and in this po- 
sition they marched toward the city. As 
they passed a high board fence near the 
entrance to the McCormick yards an old 
man with a gun nearly six feet long crept 
to one corner of the barrier and dropped 
upon his knees. He ihen took deliberate 
aim at one of the officers and fired. The 
charge went wide of its mark and tore a 
hole as large as a man’s hand in a board 
standing near the street. The aged an- 
archist then slunk out of sight. 

As the procession marched east on 
Blue Island avenue, the walkers were 
jeered in a most exasperating manner, 
Women, with bare arms and red hand- 


kerchiefs tied about their heads, screamed | 


imprecations from windows; ciildren 
hid behind chimneys and _ pelted pebbles 
and eggs at the objects of their venom, 
and from time to time bricks and stones 
were hurled at the officers and ‘‘scabs”’ 
by men secreted in the attics of the 
many small buildings on the line of 
march. 

When the procession reached the cor- 
eer of Ashland and Blue Island avenue, 
fully sixty thousand people were massed 
along these thoroughfares and upon the 
housetops. The cry of ‘‘Rats’”? and 
“Scabs” was continuous and <deafening. 
At times the officers were compelled to 
charge to the right and Icft in order that 
the procession might pass. The women 
were even more obstreperous than the 
men. They ran out into the gatters and 


' fists und spat at the scabs, 
The. Re ed to smile, but they could 


not. They hugged euch othcr as though 
they expected to be swept away by some 
unsnown agency. 

St five o’clock, the fag end of the pro- 
cession reached the Blue Island avenue 
viaduct. But seven scabs remained, the 
rest having been escorted to their homes 
by details from the ranks of the officers. 
Those who remained were now taken 
eharge of by four officers, and a moment 
later were lost to sight amang the build- 
ings on Rebecca street. 

During the riot five strikers were shot, 
trvo fatally. Four officers were slightly 
irjared, and Assistant Superintencent C. 
J. Bewby, of the McCormick Works, was

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Fred Douglass’, Policy for the 
Negro. 

The following ave Extracts from 
Hon. Fied Douglass’ Emancipation 
Celebration oration at Washingtou 
D. ©. April 16; 

“T adopt the suggestion of the 
National Republican, of this city 
that diffusion isthe trae policy for 
the colored people of the South. All, 
of course, cannot leave that section, 
and ought not; but some can, and 
the condition of those whuv must re- 
main will be better because of those 
who go. Men, like trees, may betoo 
thickly planted to thrive. Ifthe la- 
bor maket of Mississippi were to-day 
not overloaded and overspuplied the 
laborers would be more fully appred 
ciated; but this work of diffusion any 
distribution capnot be cariied on by 
the emancipated class alone, The 
need and ougbt to bave ~the mate ril 
aid of both white and coloied peopae 
of the free States. A million of dol 
lars devoted to this purpose would 
do more for the colored people 
of the South than the same amount 
expended in aby other way. There 
is no degra ation, no loss of self-re- 
spect, in asking this aid, considering 
the circumstances of these people. 
The white people of this Nation owe 
them this help anda great deaf 
more. ‘lhe key note of the future 
should not be contraction, but di. - 
fusion. Tbis may not be a remedy 
for all evils now unocared, but it cer- 
tainly will be a hely in the right er- 


rection. 


“A word now io respect of another 
remedy for the tlack man’s ills, It 
calls itself independant political ac- 
tion. This has during the past few 
ysars, been advocated with much zeal 
and spirit by several of our leading 
colured men, and also with much 
ability. though I am happy to gay not 
with much success. Firat, their plan 
it I understand it, isto separate the 





colored peopleyf the country fron 
the Republican party. This wi b 
them isthe primary and oegsey,tilal 
condition of making the coloréa. yote 
independant. Hence a!! their artill- 
ery is directed to making that paity 
odious in the eyes of the colored vo 
ters. Colored men who adhere to 
the Repubhean party are vilified ae 
slaves, officeseekers, serviles, kuowck- 


white men, traitors to their race, and 
much more of the same sort. Par- 
haps no one has been a wore prowti- 
nent target for sach denunciation 
thau your humble speaker. 

‘ Now, the position to which these 
gentlemen invite us is one of nen- 
trality. between the two great polit- 
ical parties, —-and to vote with either 
or against either, according to the 
prevailing motive when the time for 
action shull arrive. Iu the interval 
we are to have po standing with eitu- 
er party, and bave noactive inflaence 
iu shaping policy of either—bui we 
ure tostand alone, and bold our- 
selves ready to serve ove or to se) ve 
the other; or both, as we may incline 
ut the moment. 

“Witb all respect to these political 
doctors, | must say that their remecly 
ig po remedy atall. No man can 
serve two mastersio politics, any 
more iv religion. If there is one },0- 
sition iu life more coudemned by na 
ture than another, it ig\that of nen- 
trality. Besides, if thergia one thing 
more impossible than another, it is a 
position of perfect neutrality in pol 
itics Our friends, Fortune, Dow- 
ning, aod others, fllatter themselves 
that they have reached this perfect- 
tion, but they are utter'y mistaken. 
No map can read their utterances 
without seeing their preference fo 
the Democratic party.. The fault is 
so much in their intention, and iv 
their position. Thep can veither act 
with por aguijost the two parties im 


partially. They are compelled by 
their position to either serve the one 
and oppose the other, end they can- 
not sei ve or oppose both alike. = In- 
dependence, like neutrality, is also 
impossible. Jf the colored man ‘does 
not depend upon the Kepublican 
party, be will depend upon the Dem- 
ocratic party, sud if he does neither, 
become a ponentily in American pol- 
itice. But these gentlemen do, in 
effect, ask us to break down the 
power of the Republican party, when 
to do it is to put the goveroment in 
the hades of the Democratic party 
aod toc ome out of it is to defeat 
it. 


For one, I mu-t say that the Dem- 
ocratic party bas as yet given me wo 
sufficieut reasons fur doing it ary 
such service, nor bas the Republican 
party sunk so low that I must abaud- 
oa it for its great rival. With all 


ite faulte it is the best party now ip 
existence. In it are the best eleweut 
of the American people, and if any 
good is to come to us politically, it 
will be through the party. 


I must cease to remember a great 
many things and must forget a grent 
many things before I can ark 
nny man, colored or white, to join 
the Democratic party, or to occupy 
a position of neutrality between that 
party and the Republican party. 
Such a position of the colured people 
of this country will prove about as 
comfortable as between the upper 
and nether millstone. Those of our 
number now posiog as Independents 
are doing better service tothe Dem- 
ocratic party uoder the independent 
mask than they coald do if they came 
out honestly for the Democratic par- 
ty. 

Fellow citizen, I am disappointed, 
Che accesios of the Democratic par- 
ty to power has uot been fullowed by 
the resnulis I expected. When the 
tiger bas quenebed his thirstin blood 
and when the aauc nda bas swallowed 
his prey, thay cease to pursue their 
trembling game and sink to rest; so 
I thought whew the Demccratic par- 
ty came into power, when the solid 
South gave law to the lani, when 
there could no longer be any pre- 
tense for the fear of Negro ascen- 
dency iv the councils of the nation 
persecution, violence, and murders 
would cease and the Nezro would be 
left in peace, but the blooly scenes 
of Carrollton, and the daily reports 
of lyacb law io the South, have de- 
stroyed this cherished hope and told 
me that the end of our suffering is 
not yet 
“Bat, fellow citizens, I do not de- 
spair, and oo power that I know cap 
make me despair of the ultimate tri - 
umph of justice and liberty ig this 
country. I have seen too many, 
abuses outgrown. too many evils

PUBLIC EXECUTIONERS. 





Men Who Have Held the Office in 
France and England. 





Readers familiar with that most curi- 
ous and interesting work, ‘“‘The Mem- 
oirs of the Sanson Family,” are aware 
that the bearer of that lurid title, Mon- 
sieur de Paris, was a person of no small 
consideration, The first of the San- 
sons, in which family the office of pub- 
lic executioner to the metropolis of 
France was hereditary for nearly two 
hundred years, was a man of noble 
family and an officer in a cavalry regi- 
ment. Quartered in Dieppe in 1662, he 
was thrown from his horse and carried 
wounded and stunned into a cottage 
on the outskirts of the town. Tenderly 
nursed by the only daughter of its 
owner, he fell in love with the pretty 
Marguerite. He had rivals for the 
girl’s affections, and quarrels and duels 


resulted. Finally a cynical friend took 
the young soldier to the place of exe- 
cution and showed him the father of 
his sweetheart engaged in his ghastly 
professional duties. Getting into 
trouble with his military superiors be- 
cause of his infatuation for the heads- 
man’s daughter, young Sanson de 
Longval broke his sword across his 


_knee, tore. - his commission in the 
on 


face of his colonel, and, hurrying to the 
executioner’s house, demanded that 
functionary’s permission to wed his 
daughter and carry her away to a for- 
eign land, the father abandoning his 
grim profession and accompanying the 
pair. But the executioner demurred 
to emigration, and would consent to 
the match only on condition that San- 
son, wedding the executioner’s daugh- 
ter, should become an executioner him- 
self, and a few days after the marriage 
the young patrician was helping his 
father-in-law to break a criminal alive 
on the wheel. So uncongenial was the 
work that, to quote a contemporary 
record, ‘‘the said son-in-law fell in a fit 
and was hooted by the mob.’’ How- 
ever, he became reconciled to his func- 
tions, andin 1685 he ‘‘exchanged his 
provincial jurisdiction for that of the 
capital of the kingdom,’’ and became 
Monsieur de Paris. It was his 
grandson, Charles Henri Sanson, who 
was the executioner during the 
fell revolution period. His 
first professional duty, at the age of 
seventeen, was to assist his uncle in 
carrying out the ghastly details of the 
execution of Damiens, which culmin- 
a in dismemberment by four wild 
chorses. It was in his time, 1792, that 
the guillotine was substituted for the 
halter and the block. Of that instru- 
ment the medical gentleman after 
whom it was named was not the in- 
ventor; that grim honor belongs to a 
German musical instrument maker 
named Schmidt, who used to practice 
duets with Sanson. One evening, 
after the performance of an air 
in ‘Iphigenie en Aulide,’’ Sanson 
spoke to his friend of his 
anxiety for an amended instrument 
of execution, and Schmidt on the instant 
drew a sketch plan of the contrivance 
which drank so much blood in the rev- 
olution. Its name was not inappropri- 
ate, for it was Dr. Guillotin’s enthusi- 
astic advocacy of it in the Assem- 
bly which procured its adoption. 
In the fervor of his devotion he pro- 
tested that the culprit dying by it 
would ‘‘only feel a slight freshness in 
the neck.”’ Rising with his subject, he 
addressed the President: ‘‘With this 
machine I chop your head off in a 
twinkling, and you do not suffer.” 
There is pee | apocryphal in the 
story that King Louis XVI. inspected 
the plan of the new machine, and that 
it was his suggession that for the cres- 
cent-shaped knife edge which was the 
original idea was substituted the 
oblique edge, which practical experi- 
ments proved to be the true shape. 
Ten months later King Louis’ head fell 
under the instrument the improvement 
in which he had suggested. 

No such official recognition and po- 
sition as belonged to the successive 
Sansons adheres to the office of hang- 
man in England. Our insular execu- 
tioner, indeed, is an accident rather 
than a functionary. The duty of ef- 
fecting the accomplishment of the 
law’s dread sentence devolves in the 
provinces on the high sheriffs of Lon- 
don and Middlesex.. As a matter of 
obvious convenience the city of Lon- 
don selects and pays a retaining fee to 
® person having the will and the skill 
to carry out the repulsive duty of exe- 
cutioner. It is the practice to employ 
him in that service all over the coun- 
try, but this is merely a matter of ex- 


pediency, and ‘‘country practitioners” 
a 


ve occasionally epjoyed a consider- 
able share of patronage. Calcraft was 
hangmen so Jong that his name had 


passed into # synonym for bls office, 


He was a quiet, shy, retiring person, 
of rather weak physique, of practiced 
dexterity on the scaffold, and of good 
nerve untibadvanced age began to tell 


upon him. He was a cobbler in a 
small street off the New’ North 
road. He was very fond of fish- 


ing on the river Lea in its higher 
reaches, about the New Forest, and 
the old fellow’s chief anxiety seemed 
to be ever to shun recognition. It is 
told of him, whether truly or not, that 
the infamous Mrs. Manning was a dis- 
tant connection of his, and that when 
he was drawing the white cap down 
ever her face on the scaffold, she bit 
him on the ball of the thumb. Of the 
wretched Binns, who was Calcraft’s 
temporary successcr, nothing need be 
said. At once clumsy and intemper- 
oe career as hangman was short- 
ived. 

James Berry, the present execution- 
er, is a man of quite another ee 
from either Calcraft or Binns. 
Bradford man, by trade a shoemaker, 
he was a member of the Bradford po- 
lice force, from which he was invalided 
because of severe injuries he reecived 
in the execution of his duty, havin 
been wounded on the Soeehbed an 
elsewhere with a knife by a man whom 
he was engaged in apprehending. His 
hurts confined him to bed for sixteen 
weeks, and enforced his discharge 
from the police with a gratuity of 
twenty-eight pounds as compensation 
for his wounds. Mr. Berry regards it 
as a matter for legitimate pride that 
he should have been the selected can- 
didate out of a host of two thousand 
one hundred applicants for the office. 

On one occasion, while pinion- 
ing the ankles of a criminal, he was 
kicked by him so severely as to have 
been -rendered senseless for several 
minutes, to the horror of the high 
sheriff in attendance, who foresaw for 
himself a ghastly prospect, but that 
the executioner ‘‘came to’’ in time to 
fulfil his duty. Berry is a square- 
shouldered, compactly-built man of 
middle height, with rather strongly- 
marked features, dark hair brushed 
high, and a fringe of dark beard round 
his face. There is nothing of Calcraft’s 
habits of self-effacement about him; he 
seems to have a genuine pride in what 
he styles his ‘‘profession,’’ and has no 
hesitation in avowing himself. When 
he reached Carlisle for the execution of 
the Netherby burglar-murderers, he 
walked from the railway station to the 
jail, followed by quite a crowd. Be- 
tween his arrival and the execution on 
Monday morning he was freely en evi- 
dence about the town and gave no heed 
to the cautions given him to the effect 
that Rudge’s brother was in the town 
and had given hints of ominous inten- 
tions. A person who may have the fe- 
licity of an ihterview—-an unofhcia! in- 
terview—with Mr. Berry may enjoy 
the additional gratification of having 
the honor to be presented with that 
gentleman’s_ visiting card. This 
weapon is of more than ordinary di- 
mensions and substantiality. A deep 
gilt edging surrounds a considerable 


expanse of highly-glazed surface, 
chastely colored a_ delicate light 
mauve. Across the face of this trails 


gracefully a spray of maindenhair fern 
in gold, under the foliage of which is 
blazoned the legend in gold (Roman) 
characters: 
MR. JAMES BERRY, 
Executioner, 
with his Bradford address in the corner. 
A somewhat curious and embarrass- 
ing incident occurred during Mr. 
Berry’s late residence on professional 
duty in Carlisle. The triple execution 
occurred at eight o’clock on Monday 
morning, the bodies, according to law, 
hung for an hour, when it devolved on 
the hangman to cut them down, and 
the time arrived for him to give his at- 
tention to the acquisition of his ghastly 
perquisites. At ten o'clock, while ladies 
and gentlemen resident. in the princi- 
pal hotel of the city were at breakfast, 
Mr. Berry entered the apartment and 
attacked with a fine appetite the meal 
set before him. This world is a world 
of compromises, but the lady and gen- 
tleman breakfasting in the coffee-room 
of the ‘‘County’’ were not endowed 
with sufficient philosophy to recognize 
that truth in the conditions which con- 
fronted them. There is a popular, if 
captious, prejudice against the hang- 
man at close quarters; there was now 
an trrepreasitiie revulsion against the 
hangman, reeking from his ‘‘profes- 
sional functions,’’ troubling this gen- 
tleman for the mustard and handing 
that lady the salt-cellar, The occu- 
pants of the coffee-room rose and _pre- 
cipitately left it to the sole oceupancy 
of Jack Ketch. The hotel officials pro- 
fessed their inability to interfere 
towards an alteration of the situation— 
a supineness against which some re- 
monstrances were made with a certain 
emphasis. Mr. Berry leisurely finished 
his meal, sauntered out into the hall, 
where an old gentleman was acting as 
spokesman of the exiled breakfasters, 
proclaimed himself a public officer of 
credit and responsibility, denounced 
the old gentleman violently as a 
**blackguard”’ for objecting to his so- 
ciety, expressed a burning anxiety to 
kick him out of the house, and wound 
up with a fervent hope that he might 
some day experience his professional 
attentions. Sir Bernard Burke does 
not allot the hangman a place in his 
table of precedence, which is an obvi- 
ous omission.—London News.

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BOYS’ SUITS. 


Pretty Summer. Clothes for Boys from 
Three to Eight Years Old. 


Small boys wear white muslin yoke 
slips, precisely like those worn by little 
girls, until they are two years old, and 
it is the custom with fashionable moth- 
ers to keep them in these little frocks 
until they are two anda half and in 
many cases three years of age, How- 
ever, this matter of changing the dress 
to a more distinctively boyish style 
depends a good deal on the growth of 
the child, as atall boy of two years 
should be dressed like a boy; hence at 
the furnishing houses there are one- 
piece dresses and sailor suits made in 
the same designs for boys of two years 


as for those of four and even six years 
of age. For these dresses are blue or 
white flannels, pique, shepherd’s check, 
white linen and ginghams in small 
checks, stripes or in solid dark blue or 
brown. The little dress all in one 
piece buttons down the front, and has 
asingle box plait down each side of 
the front. The back has one box plait 
down the middle to a belt which is set 
in the under-arm seams, and buttoned 
low in the middle of the back; the skirt 
in the back is then finished out with 
kilt plaits. This may be varied slight- 
ly by lapping the fronts to make them 
double-breasted, and using two rows 
of buttons, either of colored pearl or 
metal on flannels, and of white pearl 
on wash goods. Another dress all in 
one piece has the waist very long, and 
a skirt all around laid in box plaits. 
The waist has two box plaits down the 
front and back, and when made of 
flannel a row of braid half an inch wide 
may be down the middle of each plait. 
A belt, also braided, extends all 
around, and hides the joining of the 
waist to the skirt. Still another fash- 
ion, especially pretty for pique dresses, 
has a square yoke and either three or 
five box plaits the entire length of the 
garment bothin front and back: these 
plaits are sewed permanently as low 
as the belt, but are only pressed in 
the skirt. The separate belt is two 
inches wide, edged with Hamburg edg- 
ing, and held on by straps on the side 
seams. Sailor collar and deep cuffs 
with embroidered edging. The last 
dress buttons in front, but other pique 
dresses are made to button behind, with 
tucks down front and back, and fulness 
added in wide plaits on the sides below 
the waist line. Two rows of insertion 
may be let in between tucks down the 
front. Sailor suits of flannel or pique 
with the sailor blouse and kilt skirt are 
too well known to need description. 
Boys from four to six or even eight 
years of age wear two-piece suits with 
a kilt sewed to a silesia waist that but- 
tons in front, and over this isa long 
jacket coming below the hips. This 
jacket, when made of blue, gray, or 
white flannel, or pique, or shepherd's 
check, may be a Norfolk jacket with 
two box plaits down the single- 
breasted front, two box plaits behind, 
and a belt worn below. Metal: but- 
tons and a belt clasp or else tinted 
ivory or pear! bottons with eyes are used 
of the color of the material. Corduroy 
suits are made in this way in white, 
brown and gray shades, and the shep- 
herd’s checks are in black and white, 
brown with white or dark blue with 
white. There are also pretty Scotch 
Cheviots in tan and other brown shades 
in small irregular plaids for these suits. 
More dressy fine cloth and pique suits 
with a kilt skirt have the jacket slashed 
behind and cut away square at the 





waist line to simulate a vest, while still , 


others have revers turned back from 
this simulated vest. There are wide 
pocket flaps on each side, but no belt. 
Wide linen collars are worn with these 
suits, henee there is no collar to the 
jacket. Sailor blouse-waists are also 
worn with kilt skirts by boys not yet in 
short trousers. The new spring over- 
coat for such boys has a shoulder cape 
and short waisted effect. Polo caps 
and straw sailor hats are chosen with 
reference to the suit.— Harper's. Bazar.

TOO MUCH WORK. 





Farm Profits Dependent Upon a Correct 
Application of Labor. 

There is such a thing as doing too 
much work on a farm. It matters not 
whether the farmer buys his labor or 
performs it himself, it must be paid 
for. He will not consider himself sat- 
isfied unless he is remunerated for 
every hour’s time he devotes to the 
working of a crop or on any special 
plot of ground. But, as a rule, farm- 
ers are prone to give more work on 
some locations than is necessary under 
certain conditions. It is a waste of 
time and labor to cultivate two acres if 
a larger crop can be secured, propor- 
tionately, on one. We are aware that 
one acre will not support some farm- 
ers, but the rule is applicable to larger 
areas. He should not cultivate fifty 
acres if he can secure better results 
from twenty-five. It will pay him to 
realize seventy-five bushels of corn,‘or 
twenty-five bushels of wheat, per acre, 
from twenty-five acres, while he may 
lose money if he secures fifty bushels 
of corn, or twenty bushels of wheat, 
per acre, from fifty acres. It is not 
the gross amount of produce he 
receives that pays, but the net. It re- 
quires more time to spread a given 
amount of manure over two acres than 
upon one, and so far as cultivation is 
concerned, the cost is doubled. Now, 
all this extra work may be thrown 
away if the farmer can, by lessening 
the area, devote more time and atten- 
tion to a smaller space. There will be 
Jess hurry, more thorough cultivation, 

ater facility in harvesting, féwer la- 
rers and better condition of the 
working stock. It is in the correct ap- 
plication of labor that the profits are 
derived. It may be wasted or misap- 
lied, and thus occasion bankruptc 
instead of prosperity.—Farm, Fie 
and Stockman.
